manner. As other churches and 
faiths provided their own facilities, 
iU use changed. In Its day it served 
a useful purpose socially and in 
recreation until there was a reac¬ 
tion against utilising as a commuft* 
liy center a facility wiih sueh dole 
tics in one church. 

A few years ago the Congregfr 
tional Church decided to give up 
its use of the Community liouse as 
a parish house* Congregatlonalisii 
biii!i an addition on their church for 
Sunday School and parish honie 
purposes.
